Montgomery alleged that the 
water district’s channelization had 
"caused a disastrous situation to 
the residents of the easterly side 
of the channel.” 
In a letter to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown. Meiselman said the watet 
district has done "absolutely noth­ 
ing" to restrain the sand," even 
in the course of 
construction." 
The entire eastern bank of sand, 
Meiselman reported, is now "al 
most level with the old natural 
terrain."

- The "ulti­ 
mate single cause of cancer" may 
prove to be a deficiency of an 
anti-cancer substance produced by 
the liver, the annual meeting of 
the American Medical Association 
was told today. 
This was the report of one team 
of cancer investigators. Another 
team reported it was possible for 
tiny amounts of cancer - causing 
chemicals to ride piggy-back on 
common human viruses into th e 
interior of body cells, thus giving 
cancers their start.

BUSINESS ACTIVITY 
CONTINUES HIGH 


Business activity 
in 
the local 
metropolitan area remained at a 
high level during the month 
of 
May. but the unemployment prob­ 
lem failed to show signs of im ­ 
provement. This information w as 
compiled by the Security F i r s t 
National Bank, and was released 
today by Herb Samson, m anager 
of the Palm Springs branch. 
The bank’s index of business ac­ 
tivity in Southern California 
ad­ 
vanced almost two points in May 
to a new all-time high. Ten of the 
fourteen components of the busi­ 
ness index advanced between Ap­ 
ril and May. Solid advances w ere 
registered in bank debits, r e a l 
estate activity, manufacturing em ­ 
ployment. and building and en­ 
gineering construction. D e p a r t ­ 
Ment store sales figures declined 
in May; however, this, at least 
in part, may reflect shifts in an­ 
nual sales promotions from month 
to month, rather than underlying 
retail sales weakness. 
In the Riverside - San Bernar­ 
dino metropolitan area, total em-

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ployment rose to the highest level 
ever recorded. The increase from 
April to May approximated sea­ 
sonal expectations. Manufacturing 
employment helped boost the total 
by adding 500 persons. 
Unemployed in the local two- 
county economy dropped by 700 
persons. This decline is not entire­ 
ly encouraging, however, because 
it should have been at least 1,300 
peisons to merely reflect normal 
seasonal factors for 
May. 
After 
adjustment for these seasonal fac­ 
tors. an effective increase in un­ 
employment occurred from April 
to May. 
At first glance, it is difficult to 
reconcile the increasing unemploy­ 
ment at the same time that em 
ployment is going up. The appar­ 
ent contradiction is largely due 
to two circumstances. First of all, 
a portion of the employment gains 
comes from employers importing 
their employes f r o m ouside of 
the area. This boosts employment 
but does nothing towards solving 
the unemployment problem. 
Jobless Enter 
Secondly, unemployed people are 
entering the local area faster than 
the growth in job opportunities has 
been expanding. A few find work 
while the others serve to increase 
the number of unemployed per 
sons in the area. From May, 1960. 
to May. 1961. the total labor force 
(both employed and unemployed 
persons) went up 
6.600 
persons 
while employed gained by o n l y 
1,000 persons. 
Homebuild'ng in Riverside Coun­ 
ty showed signs of advancing. The 
number of dwelling units author 
¡zed in May was up 27 per cent 
over April. This was contrary to 
the normal pattern of a decrease 
from April to May. The latest fig 
ure was also 8 per cent above 
May of last year. 
Security Bank's index of bank 
debits for the City of Riverside 
r e m a i n e d virtually unchanged 
from April to May.

They're Lavish With Time 


Our Palm Springs City Council members are a fine group 
and it is quite apparent that they sincerely are trying to do a 
good job ol making the policy decisions under which our city 
services are administered. 
But it would also appear that not a single council member 
would allow anybody in his personal employ to go about oper­ 
ating his private business in the same manner. 
Let us concede at the outset that some allowances must be 
made for politics. Few persons in elective offices can tolerate 
the thought of offending even a few voters if it can in any way 
be avoided. 
But not even this consideration can account for the pro­ 
crastination and lavish waste of time involved in municipal af­ 
fairs as they now are handled in council meetings. 
Excusing the first two hours of Monday's four-hour session 
as justified by either very important or complicated matters, the 
councilmen continued in session past midnight with an agenda 
of items that should have been disposed of within half an hour. 
YVe raise this point because of a conviction that the other 
90 minutes the council was in session comprised an affront to 
a group of citizens as sincere and dedicated in their salaryless 
jobs as are the seven council members. These are the members 
of the City Planning Commission. 
Unless the councilmen ha\ e good cause to doubt the judg­ 
ment ol the members they have appointed to their Planning 
Commission, there should be no need to study the details of 
a proposition upon which the planning commision as a group 
and its subcommittees as individuals already have spent num er­ 
ous studious hours and have recommended a course of action. 
If the councilmen doubt their planning board, they should 
take steps towards its reorganization. If they do not doubt their 
board members, they should stop infringing upon the other­ 
wise free time of city employes who must await their bidding 
while the council i* in session.
